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AUCTIONEERS  MUST  REPORT  MACHINERY  SALES- 


Auctioneers  selling  used  farm  machinery  are  required  to  submit  to  the  nearest 
OPA  district  office  a  list  of  articles  to  be  sold.     The  report  must  be  filed  at  least 
six  days  in  advance  of  the  sale. 

The  requirement  is  part  of  a  regulation  to  protect  farmers  against  undue  price 
increases  on  new  and  used  farm  machinery.  The  regulation — Maximum  Price  Regulation 
No.  133 — is  available  at  local  OPA  offices. 

-*      Auction  prices  on  used  implements  covered  by  the  regulation  must  not  exceed  85 
percent  of  the  manufacturer's  latest  published  list  price  (f.o.b.  factory)  if  an  im- 
plement is  less  than  a  year  old,  and  not  exceed  70  percent  if  it  is  more  than  a  year 
old.    When  several  bidders  offer  the  ceiling  price,  the  OPA  urges  auctioneers  to  sell 
the  implement  to  a  farmer  or  service  dealer,  and  not  to  a  speculator. 

BUY  GOOD  SEED,  AND  BUY  NOW 
A  timely  tip  to  buy  the  best  possible  seed  and  buy  it  now  was  issued  to  New 
Mexico  victory  gardeners  this  week  by  G.  W.  Schneider,  horticulturist  of  the  New 
^jjj^xico  Extension  Service.    A  garden  is  no  better  than  the  seed  that  produced  it,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Schneider. 

"Furthermore,"  he  added,  "there  is  bound  to  be  a  shortage  of  good  seed  later  in 
the  season.    Be  wise  and  buy  good  seed  now." 

PROTEIN  MEAL  DELIVERIES 
After  April  1,  New  Mexico  processors  will  no  longer  be  required  to  obtain  a 
statement  from  buyers  approved  by  the  county  AAA  committee  in  order  to  deliver  more 
than.  500  pounds  of  protein  meal  per  month  to  an  individual,  according  to  Fred  L. 
O'Cheskey,  chairman  of  the  State  AAA  Committee. 

"The  required  statement  regarding  the  use  of  more  than  500  pounds  of  protein 
meal  monthly  in  mixed  feeds  also  will  be  eliminated,"    Mr.  O'Cheskey  said. 


'  '  FARMERS  TO  GET  BETTER  BQUIE.SITT 
Two  recent  V.TB  rulings  give  promise  that  farmers  will  get  better  equipment  and 
jet  it  sooner.    A  considerable  manpower  saving  and  a  step-up  in  the  output  of  farm 
tractors  are  possible  results  of  the  recent  WP3  action  to  permit  the  use  of  copper 
and  scrap-grade  bronze  for  bushing  backings  and  fuel  lines.     The  fabrication  of  these 
items  from  steel  requires  considerably  more  labor. 

Furthermore,  permitting  manufacturers  to  use  alloy  steel  in  making  hand  shovels, 
?.xes,  heavy  forged  hand  tools,  hand  forks,  and  other  items  is  expected  to  result  in 
_-uperior  products.    Carbon  steel  has  heretofore  been  used  as  a  wartime  substitute. 

KAREBSS  SUBSTITUTE  IS  0.  K.  £ 
.    .To  counteract  the  military  drain  on  available  leather  supplies,  web  harness  has 
Deen  developed  as  a  wartime  substitute  for  leather  harness,  according  to  YvFA.  Unlike 
the  ersatz  harness  farmers  were  cursing  in  1917-18,  the  new  web  harness  has  been 
-reated  against  water,  dry  rot,  acid  and  mildew  in  accordance  with  specifications  set 
up  by  the  War  Production  Board. 

It  has  also  passed  tests  on  stitching,.,  riveting,  stretch  and  shrinkage,  break- 
ing strength,  and  anti-fray  metal  tipping. 

JONES  EXTENDS  FARM  SLAUGHTER  PERIOD 


Llarvin  Jones,   of  the  War  Food  Administration,  has  signed  an  order  indefinitely 
extending  the  period  in  which  farmers  can  slaughter  and  deliver  pork  without  a  permit 
or  license. 

USE  OF  "R"  C0UP0IIS  RESTRICTED 
Farmers  who  buy  most  of  their  gasoline  at  filling  stations  have  until  April  1  to 
exchange  "R"  for  "E"  coupons.     On  that  day  acceptance  of  the  five-gallon  "R"  gasoline 
coupons  will  be  outlawed  thr ought  the  nation  except  by  bulk  plants  and  stations  that 
regularly  make  deliveries  to  non-highway  bulk  consumers.    Stations  can  obtain  per- 
mission from  CPA  district  directors,  however,  to  accept  "R"  coupons  if  more  than  half 
their  business  consists  of  bulk  transfers. 
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Rules  on  "E"  coupons  remain  unchanged,  except  that  farmers  can  now  make  a  single 
1     endorsement— instead  of  multiple  endorsements  as  in  the  past— on  any  strip  or  block 
of  "E"  or  "R"  coupons  turned  over  to  a  dealer  for  a  single  purchase, 

LEND-LEASE  WITH  REVERSE  ENGLISH

At  least  250,000,000  pounds  of  fresh  onions  for  dehydration 
are  needed  to  supply  the  needs  of  our  armed  forces  and  allies.
